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This decision is in response to applicant's "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR L 10(d)" filed 
04 January 2008 in the United States Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO). 



On 27 November 2007, applicant was mailed a decision dismissing applicant's petition 
under 37 CFR 1.10(d) to accord a 35 U.S.C. 371 date of 07 January 2005. Applicant was 
afforded two months to file any request for reconsideration. 

On 04 January 2008, applicant filed the present renewed petition under 37 CFR 1. 10 (d).

1) Filed promptly after the person becomes aware that the Office has accorded or will 
accord, a filing date based upon an incorrect entry by the USPS; 

2) The number of the "Express Mail" mailing label was placed on the filed papers; and 

3) The petition includes a showing to the satisfaction of the Director that the requested 
filing date was the date the correspondence was deposited in the "Express Mail Post Office to 
Addressee" service prior to the last scheduled pickup for that day. 

Applicant previously satisfied items 1 and 2.
